derer any this week or for some weeks 
to come. 
The stranger was Roger Sherman of 
New York City, an attorney. 
The 
warden was surprised. 
He did not 
know Mr. Sherman and he had been 
pestered so during the last fortnight by 
electricians and newspaper men in dis­ 
u se, who in the eyes of the warden 
ave been conspirators against him that 
he was inclined to doubt the genuineness 
of Mr. Sherman’s statement. 
Mr. Durs- 
tou told the lawyer—this was soon after 
l l o’clock in the morning—that any man 
m ight show what purported to be a writ 
of habeas corpus for Kemmler and ask 
th a t it be accepted. 
“ I must have some assurance of the 
regularity of this proceeding,” said the 
warden. 
Mr. Shermpn explained th at the w rit 
was obtained from 
Judge 
Wallace 
Monday 
and 
that 
a 
cer­ 
tified copy would be sent from the 
clerk of the court at Utica, 
T hat was 
not sufficient and thereupon Mr. Sher­ 
man went before Supreme Court Judge 
Dwight, who was sittting in the cham­ 
bers here, and made affidavit th at he 
Was a lawyer and had obtained tho fol­ 
lowing w rit of 
habeas corpus from 
Judge Wallace:

On the back of the w rit is the follow­ 
ing indorsement:

Mr. Sherman had also prepared a 
? 
taper for Kemmler to sign certifying 
hat Mr. Sherman was authorized to act 
Its his counsel and to apply for the writ. 
Judge Dwight said this would have to be 
Signed by cho prisoner in the presence 
of a notary public. 
Warden Durston 
was Satisfied w ith th ese certificates of 
the regularity of M r.Sherman’s business 
and, except to announce the 
news 
formally to the newspaper men and to 
notify Kemmler, the warden's troubles 
for the day were over. Kemmler re­ 
ceived the announcement without emo­ 
tion. 
The m atter had been undertaken 
Without his knowledge and apparently 
w ithout his desire. The execution may 
ba delayed several months, lf indeed, it 
bver takes place. 
The case grows in in­ 
terest.

Harrison sent to the House a message 
vetoing the bill to provide for the erec­ 
tion of a public building at Dallas, Tex. 
Among 
other 
things tho President 
says: 
“ It will be admitted. I ara sure, that 
only a public need should suggest an ex­ 
penditure of the public money and that 
if such needs can not be at once sup­ 
plied the 
most general 
and 
urgent 
should have preference. 
I am not un­ 
friendly to a liberal annual expenditure 
for the erection of public buildings 
where safety and the convenient trans­ 
action of public business demand it, 
and the state of the revenues will per­ 
mit. 
It would be wiser in my opinion 
to build more and less costly houses, 
and to fix by general law the amount of 
the annual expenditures for this pur­ 
pose and some order of preference 
for 
cities asking for public buildings. 
“ But in view of the pending legisla­ 
tion looking to the very large reduction 
of our revenues, and of the urgency and 
necessity for a large decrease in our ex­ 
penditures in certain directions, I am of 
the opinion that appropriations for the 
erection of public buildings and all kin­ 
dred expenditures should be kept at a 
minimum until the effect of other prob­ 
able legislation can be accurately meas­ 
ured. 
“ The erection of public buildings is 
largely a m atter of local necessity and 
convenience, while expenditures for en­ 
larged relief and recognition of the sol­ 
diers and sailors of the war for the pre­ 
servation of the Union, for necessary 
coast defenses, and for the extension of 
our commerce with other American 
States, are of universal necessity, and 
Involve considerations not of conveni­ 
ence but of justice, houor, safety, and 
general prosperity.”

J a c k so n v il l e, Fla., April 30.—The 
H. B. Plant, a St. Johns river steamer 
of the People’s line of the Plant system, 
was destroyed by fire yesterday in Beres­ 
ford lake, a large sheet opening out of 
St. Johns river, IOO miles south of this 
city, causing the loss of three lives—one 
leek passenger, John Collins, one deck 
hand and Albert Mattery, a waiter boy, 
all colored. 
An alarm was first sounded at 4:30 in 
the morning when the entire forward 
part of the vessel blazed up. 
The chief 
cook and deck hands woke up the pas­ 
sengers and all were in a horrible state 
of fright and alarm. 
Half-dressed abd 
nude passengers jumped overboard and 
in their fright began swimming away 
from the landing. 
Capt. Hall, with rare 
presence of mind, had the life-boat cast 
off, and held her beside the burning ves­ 
sel, revolver in hand. Ho then called for 
women and children and put them In 
first, not letting a man approach. These 
were landed and then ail others were 
rescued, all in nearly a nude state. The 
captain's coolness saved the lives of all.

DROWNED. 


Inspector Coon Says tho Chinese 
Come Into tho United States. 
W a sh in g to n, April 30.—The Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury has received a long 
report from D. E. Coon, Chinese inspec­ 
tor at San Diego, Cal., in regard to the 
smuggling of Chinese into the United 
States from Mexico. 
He says a careful inspection of the 
country and roads crossing the State 
line from Tia Juanna to tho monument 
at the sea shows th at the opportunities 
for crossing over into this conntry are 
many and that it i9 impossible with the 
present force to prevent all the Chinese 
from entering our country. 
He says 
th at the smuggling of Chinamen into 
the United States is a profitable traffic 
of no small dimensions and backed by a 
very heavy capital with the principal 
headquarters at San 
Francisco 
and 
China. 
The evidence seems to be th at con­ 
tracts are made in China to deliver 
safely each Chinaman on Am erican soil, 4 
and a guaranty given. 
If the delivery 
Is made in safety SHO is paid. 
The 
Chinamen are provided in China with 
tickets to various ports in Mexico and 
on arrival in the harbor of San Francis­ 
co are transferred to a coaster, by 
which they are taken to Ensenada and 
other points. 
‘But the real 
destination 
of the 
Chinaman,” said Mr. Coon, 
“ is the 
United States, and no m atter whero he 
lands, be it Mexico or Canada, he will at 
the earliest possible moment work his 
way to his original destination. 
The 
action of the Secretary of the Treasury 
prohibiting further transfers 
in the 
harbor of San Francisco was a most 
fortunate order, and will serve to check 
the traffic for a time at le a s t” 
“ I apprehend however.that in tho near 
future steamship lines will bring them 
direct from China and land them on 
Mexican soil as near the United States 
as possible, so they may finally reach 
the country they aro looking for. Legis­ 
lation on this subject by Congress, lf 
well considered, will afford temporary 
relief, and in my opinion it will be 
found necessary for our government to 
negotiate 
treaty 
stipulations 
with 
Mexico and the 
British government 
whereby those 
nations will exclude 
Chinamen from their Territory on this 
continent. 
The surest and the most 
speedy and economical punishment the 
Chinaman can have and the one to be 
most dreaded by him is to send him at 
once to his native country.”

Frightful and Fatal Hunting Accident

burn Youngblood, a leading citizen of 
Boone county, was killed yesterday in 
an accidental and most singular manner.

W a sh in g to n, April 30.—In the House 
this morning Pierce of Tennessee rose 
to a question of personal privilege and 
denied the charge made by Evans of 
Tennessee that there had been any bal­ 
lot-box stuffing in his (Pierce's) district.

Very likely a new treaty between 
the U nited States and England bearing 
on the Canadian fisheries will shortly be 
perfected. 
Y ears ago salmon were plentiful In the 
Connecticut river, but they have long 
since becom e extinct there. 
An effort 
is about to be made toward restocking 
the river, and very likely a large quant­ 
ity of fry 
will be distributed in the 
stream . 
T he success of sim ilar experi­ 
m ents in M aine by the fish com m ission 
m akes prospects on tho C onnecticut at 
least encouraging. 
Tw o bills have recently been Intro­ 
duced Into the N ew York L egislature 
that should interest all anglers in the 
general cause. 
One forbids all netting, 
except for m innows and bullheads, and 
originates w ith the A nglers’ A ssociation 
of the St. Law rence river; the other pro­ 
vides for licensing certain person to fish 
w ith nets, 
provided gam e fish caught 
shall be returned alive to the w ater, 
and com es from tile net fishermen. 
It la 
to be sincerely hoped that the first law 
will take precedence.

R a n d le tt A .Sheldon, .South Main S treet 
A representative of the Gszette was 
shown the other day at the hardware 
store of Messrs. Hanohett & Sheldon, 
Broth Main street, a new gasoline stove, 
oall sd the “New Progress,” whioh is a 
great improvement overall other stoves 
using oil or gasoline, in that ail of the 
hazards of burning gasoline are avoided 
or reduced to the very lowest minimum 
The general design of the Hove is abo 
materially improved, and is one of th* 
handiest for cooking or baking. The gaso­ 
line is generated by evaporation into gas 
before it reaobes the burners. The tank 
rests upon the top of the several gene­ 
rators, and at any and all times may be 
picked ap by means of a handle attached* 
and carried away. The pipe and valves 
are fastened to the tank and go with it, 
the line of separation being below the 
hoiizontal pipe. The valves are not of 
the needly-vslve variety, that style of 
valve not being necessary, and when 
open have an aperture only Urge enough 
to allow the gasoline to M i m drops— 
never to run in a stream. We saw the 
tank removed lepeatedly while we were 
examining the stove, no care being taken 
as to time and method, and the valves 
being left wide open. One or two drops 
of gasoline on the stove top to born 
away instantly was the only effect. The 
burners did not go out, slthougb, of 
oourse, they would have been extin­ 
guished had the parts remained discon­ 
nected long enough. 
la practice the 
valves would be oloeed before removing 
the tank, and to indicate just how the 
valves are for this purpose, and in start­ 
ing the fire, a little indicator is provided. 
The taking off and putting on of the 
tank with valves open was only done to 
demonstrate the entire safety of the ap­ 
paratus, even with the most stupid and 
blundering management. 
To light the fire the valve is opened 
and an interval of time is allowed to 
elapse, say about the time it takes to get 
a match out of the box aud light it. By 
the time the lighted match is ready to 
apply to the burner the gas is there, and 
instantly there is a very hot, blue flame 
covering the whole of the tomato-shaped 
bonier. This flame gradually enlarges 
upwardly as the parts become warm, and 
the full intensity of heat is reached by 
about the time the tea-kettle has been 
filled and is ready to put inplaoe. This 
is ell there la to it. 
No gasoline over­ 
flowing the diip cup, no uncertain valves 
to become confused about, no pipe? 
no “safety devices,” no noise. The store
